. tied, into whose hands Rassias ‘snd’ the Raesian, in bave beep, 
willy nilly, committed, sppeer to have no sense ‘ef reatraint or of 
fsirness, no sense of decency in their national and international 
relations or. knowledge of potitical economy—nothing, indeed,, esve 
an insensate, maddening, snd'almost, one would think, a morbid 

. selfishness, which tolerates nothing of which it cannot or will not 
Bpprove or is incapable of understanding. “The outlook for Russia 
daring the pset few montba haa been black indeed, and, jadging 

’ by the latest telegramd, the sifvation ia emphatically very serious. 
“The news from. Petrograd, which -we. published “in yester- 
day’a issue, ia almost: painfal .in the depth of. etupidity, 
"crass ignorance, gros indiffererce to the most elementary, rights of 

. the many classes that constitute society in Russia as elaswhere and 
. in many other blemishes (to call them by no harsher name) that are 
therein eo abundantly revesled. Likewise, the news makes very 
funny and entertaining reading—the cort of thing which provokes, 

a kind of apontsneons commingling ‘of laughter and tears. For 
example, could anything"be, at one aud the eame time, more painful 
-Of more exquisitaly funny than the Soviets’ “Deolaration of the 

» Workers’ Rights,” which, for analloyed selfisbneaa and olass tyranny,

The Bolabeviks.evidently seek to astablich aometbing ‘that is: little 

. .° better-than mob Isw, in which tho workera are to be glorified, 
almost deified; and in which there is to be not the slightest consider- 
ation for the other elements~~and the best elements, mark you—of 
BRaseja’s enormour population.”
